W ASHINOTON, November 22,—Guiteati was brought 
to the court house at about 9 o'clock. The van was 
guarded by six mounted policemen in addition to 
the policemen inthe van. His personal appearance 
has undergone a great change since the first days 
of the trial, and this morning he evidently devoted 
unusual care to his toilet. He still wears the coat 
with a torn sleeve, but his linen wus spotless, and 
his beard, which heretofore appeared ‘‘seraggy,’’ 
seemed to have been carefully brushed. The wild 
frightened look of his eyes has disappeared, as 
also his habit of looking up and casting covert 
glances about him, without raising his head. He 
looked about the room, and bowed pleasantly to 
some one ata distance from him.

HE IS BOUND OVER FUR TRIAL ON ACRDUNAL CHARGE, 
WASHINGTON, November ¥2.-—William Jones, whoé 
was cominitted to jail yesterday on the charge of as- 
gault with intent to kill Guiteau, was released to- 
day on a $5,000 bail, Jones's counsel having waived 
the formality of examination before the police 
court, his case went to the graud jury. The wit 
nesses in the ease were before Uie grand jury to-day. 
lt is understood that the driveraud guardsmen on 
the van testified that they identified Jones as the 
man whofired at Guiteau. The boy, who was run- 
ning after the van, testined quite positively that 
Jones wasthe man. [tis beheved that an indict 
ment will be found against Jones.

So 
far as the olticers of the court are concerned, there 
isa feeling of outrage that the attempt was made 
on Guiteau’s life. Hereafterit is the intention to 
double the guard, and to flank the van when going 
between the jail and thecourt with mounted police- 
men. Additional precautions for the prisoner's 
safety will also be taken while he is being taken 
from the prison van to the court-room. and there 
will be closer Watch upon thore admitted to the 
court room during the progress of the trial. The 
feeling, however, among a very large number of 
citizens is one of regret that the attempt upon the 
dastard’s life was not successful.

Some one has said thatif you put a ‘cracker’ and 
a Vermont yankee ona raft together and send them 
floating down stream, in less than twenty-four hours 
the cracker’ would own the raftand the yankee 
would be working tor him. It is ashrewd race,and 
is fast learning what it insists on calling yankee 
tricks of trade, Out in the country you will find 
the ‘‘cracker’’ eagerly discussing the best kind of 
gin andthe most economical way of picking and 
baling cotton, These questions, curiously enough, 
ave just beginning to dawn on the race that has 
carried on. cotton culture all these years. To go 
among them seems like visiting a new country in 
itsinfenev. They donot know much more about rais- 
ing their crops than they did before the war. Buta 
healthy sign 1s that theyare learning, anda healthier 
sign Still is that northern men who have upbraided 
them as thriftless, come down here and tind them 
not half so thrifless as they appear to be from a dis- 
tance. Itistrue thattheir unfortunate surround- 
ings and the institution of slavery have kept their 
agriculture back, but it is not so backward as might 
be expected. find the farmers here talking very 
much asthe farmers of New England talk. More 
than that, I find apparently a good deal more in- 
telligence among the farmers of this part of Geor 
gia than can be found among some of the hill 
towns Of Massachusetts. A very eminent statisti 
cian and economist confessed tome, only a few 
days ago, that he had discovered the same thing. 
He found thoroughbred men ofthe south farther 
advanced in many ways than are the hill farmers 
of New - England, for the best blood of 
many of the towns that once sent out 
the brains and muacle of the new world has gone 
into the cities or into rich lands of the west. In the 
south are to be found the best representatives of 
their race. They must not be measured by what 
they have accomplished in agriculture or in manu- 
fueturing. These are their new employments, or at 
leastemploymentto which the white race in the 
south has not turned its earnest attention. They 
must be judged by their aptitude. If they are show- 
ing a large capacity for assimilating the knowledge 
that is brought to them, and if they are also devel- 
oping the essential capacity forinvention and adap- 
tation which can only come from a habit of close 
observation, the whites of the south can be looked 
to for winning as substantial triumphs as their own 
race in the north has won. There is no doubt that

In 
some instances, this belief is determining many 
people to postpone their contemplated visits to the 
ex position until after the holiday season. 

In reply to the inquiry of a CONSTITUTION reporter, 
madein the executive offices of the exposition yes- 
terday, the statement was emphatic that the exposi- 
tion would not continue a day longer than Decem- 
ber 3hst. Many letters making inquiry as to the 
closing date have been received, and in every il. 
stan¢ve replied to in like terms. 

The given for adhering 
vertised date are obvious and perti- 
nent. In the first place the contract
